1 . Claims 1 -8, 1 5, 22-32 and 34-46 are allowed over prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Although the newly cited prior art of I et al (US Pat 6,088,335) teaches a 
base station (BSs) among multiple BSs communicating with a mobile wherein at 
least one BS configured to determine when to initiate a soft handoff, it fails along 
with previous cited prior art fails to teach with respect to claim 1 , 2, 15, 22 and 
29, base station retransmitting messages using IP-in-IP encapsulation between 
base stations, and mobile receives messages from both first base station and 
second base station, and with respect to claim 3, wherein said header is 
removed from said packet and the content of said packet is transmitted to said 
mobile station, said packets being transmitted from both said first base station 
and said second base station to said mobile terminal while experiencing soft 
handoff, and with respect to, 23 and 30, encapsulating at first base station 
content in a packet with a new header, removing new header at second base 
station and transmitting encapsulated content with new header from both first 
and second base stations.
